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Colonel White: 

a. Reported on his conversation with representatives of the Bureau of 
the Budget and PBA concerning new locations for CIA and stated that we had been 
offered the following possible arrangements: (1) the Munitions Building which 

would take approximately a year to complete the move at a cost of |;8,000,000 
and would still necessitate retaining some space in the areas we now occi^jy^ 

(2) the Navy Building which would hoxise all of CIA under one roof} (3) the 
location at D Street which was unacceptable. After some discussion, the DCI 
directed Col. White to keep after the Navy Building. In this connection. 

Col. White noted that to get this building it would be necessary for the 
President to issue the order and that neither Budget nor PBA was willing t-o 
carry the load without some assistance from CIA. The Director stated that 
at the proper time he would be willing to accompany Mr. Lawton to see the 
President in regard to this matter.
